The problem before the Russian command- 
er-in-chief is much more dificult than the 
one he met successfully at Liaoyang, since 
now he is threatened on both flanks, his left 
wing. being entangled in a mountainous 
region far from the railroad. 

Nevertheless Russian military men here 
exptess a fair degree of confidence in Gen. 
Kouropatkin’s ability once more'to extricate 
his army and avoid a Russian Sedan. Be- 
sides his skill in rear guard action, they 
pase their hopes on the physical condition 
of the Japanese soldiers, who, though they 
are conceded to be the greatest marchers 
in the world, are well nigh exhausted by their 
strenuous endeavors of the last fortnight.

Springfield, March &—[Special.]—The

and damaging. The proportions were aban 
equal. 

In the way of beneficent. cnieian of the 
bill the committee decided. to give Chicago. 
two- primaries. An amendment of Senator 
Campbell fixes the time of the primaries as 
the last Saturday in April instead of the first 
Saturday in March,°as provided in. the bill, 
to the senate.

that section of the bill. The senators were 
abie to get lese than half way through it

Will Let Big Towns Rule. 

provision of the house bill was drafted 

to prevent large towns in any county from 
domineering over the whole county. It was 
provided that in counties having any town 
in which there were more than 1,200 vot- 
ers the town should elect its proportion of 
delegates and the country outside of the 
town its proportion. In the county conven- 
tion selecting delegates to the state conven-. 
tion, the city was to choose its share of the 
delegates and the country its share. This 
section is regarded as highly important in 
the house bit) but the senators jumped on it 
as a “ joker.” 

“ Study it a minute and you'll see the joker 
init,” said Senator Berry. 

The provision was stricken out in two min- 
utes, The senators did not propose to grant 
independence to the farmers and eae ra 
ing outside the large towns, but satire dete 
allow the town to swing the entire deloes- 
tion, if possibile. 

Exempts Cook County Officers. 

‘In the first section of the bill the senate 
took all the county offices in Cook county 
away from the operation of the measure, the 
county commissioners alone having been ex- 
cepted in the house bill. 

Then at the suggestion of Senator Burton 
all. elective. state officers were added to the 
provision, the house bill having included only 
the governor. According. to the senate 
amendment, the governor, lieutenant gov- 
ernor,. secretary of state, treasurer, state 
auditor, and university trustees will be nom- 
inated under the direct primary provisions, 
or have the same chance as the governor. 


Date Too Early for Country. 

When the question of changing the date of 
the primaries came up Representative Gard- 
her declared: 

** Men who live on paved streets will con- 
if they are held early in 

The senators agreed that thé country peo- 
ple did not have a fair chance at.so ri iy a 
date, when the roads were bad, and changed 
it to ‘April. They then fixed the time of hav- 
ing the polis open from noon until 8 o’clock 
in the evening instead of from 7 in the morn- 
ing until 7 in the evening. They also made 
an entirely different schedule of fees for 
securing a name on the primary ticket. Sen- 
ator Berry wanted the amount charged to 
a candidate for governor raised to $500 in- 

stead of being made $100. 

“And have the money. paid to the state 
central committee instead of to the secre- 
tary of state,”’ suggested Senator Gardner.

Dailey Goes After Democrats. . 

‘Representative Dailey of Peoria, a repub- 
lican, and. chairman of the contest commit- 
tee, considered he had been made the victim 
of craft and treachery on the part of his 
democratic ccleagues.on the committee, who 
had voted to sustain the Stead opinion and 
seat Wlison, and then had gone back on him. 

In revenge. Dailey loa himself up with 
the best speech the house of representatives 
has heard in a long time, and he turned it 
loose on the democrats. He put them ina 
pillory and threw at their heads quotations 
from re, Deserted Village,” 
and other classics, and added thereto a fine 
line of-sarcasm of his own make, which 
kept one side: of the house splitting with 
laughter and. the other side dancing around 
in a vain attempt to catch or get back at him. 


Pattison Driven to Retort. 
Representative Pattison, to whom Dailey 
applied Rentomitn's description of the village 
parson and a choice bit eut of “ Hudibras,”’ 
caught his breath after the chairman had 
fitiished and exclaimed: ' 

“ Now we know why this case was post- 
poned: for so.Jong.. It was for Willie to learn 
te speak his piece.” ~ 

In characterizing Pattison, Dailey said: 

** My particular friend, the gentleman from 
Stephenson, a Shakspearean student, who 
not only changes the characters of Shak- 
speare but even takes the liberty of chang- 
ing the text; this wit, this critic, this savant, 
this pundit, unfortunately, was absent from 
the committee when we took the vote on th 
motion to adopt the Stead opinion in. th 
Cooke-McCaskrin case. He was there on 
the home stretch and had, O, a golden op- 
portunity to adopt the Stead opinion then, 
but he voted against it.. He also voted 
against the minority report of this subeom- 
mittee, so. he is. on record twice in the com- 
mittee as sustaining the Stead opinion, while 
his vote in the house last t Wednesday was 
the other way.”’ 


‘Convicts Them of Inconsistency. 


‘ One by one Dailey read the cémmitte rec- 


ords of democratic members in the elections 
contest, convicting then of inconsistency. 

With reference to the entire performance 
of..the democrats in switching from their 
pledges after the party caucus had 
to save Bowles, if possible, even if Cooke's 
chances against McCaskrin had to be sacri- 
ficed, Dailey said:

Hay were disturbed over 
amendments made by senate to the gen- 
eral arbitration treaty they will simply lose 
their minds over what is being done to the 
Santo Domingo agreement. 

‘The committee on foreign relations of the 
senate at its meeting today simply threw the 
treaty up in the air and let it break to pleces 
as it would when it came down. When they 
finished their work the poor old treaty was 
seared and gashed and scarred. It was bat- 
tered out of all semblance to the original 
agreement and even the senators on the 
committee disagreed as to what they had 
done.. Sentences were reversed, turned .up- 
side down, and amended, altered, or obliter- 
ated. Every reference to the Monroe doc- 
trine was stricken out of the treaty without 
hesitation. It was so plastered over with 
amendments and interlineations that mem- 
bers of the committee could not agree among 
themselves as to the result and no living 
man could aceufitely describe it. 


Apparently there is not enough left of the 
original treaty to wad.a gun, so far as gen- 
eral ples go. One amendment provides 
that the United States shall not be responsi- 
bie for the settlement of any claims, and 
another. declares this country shall not as- 
sume to adjudicate any of the outside debts . 
unt#l the country whose citizens make the 
claim . specifically agrees to it. Such an 
agreement, of course, would be a treaty. and 
would have to be submitted to the senate for 
ratification, so the administration will be oc- 
cupied for the next year or twe in getting fer- 
eign countries to make treaties authorizing 
the United States to interfere. 

‘The foreign relations committee is to have 
another setto with the treaty tomorrow. A 
few more amendments will be made, and 
some of those already agreed to probably 
will be reconsidered. It has been decided to 
report the treaty to the senate ‘“‘in some 
shape,.”” as one of the senators significantly 
expressed it. When this is done there will 
be more amendments offered in the sénate, so 
what comes out is likely to. bear but little re-

EXPENSES OF YEAR $818,478,914 


Report Shows Congress Apprepriated 
Total of That Amount for Period . 


Ending June 30, 1906. 


Washington, D. .C.,, March &—[ Special. 
The total of ‘arbriatint by the session of 
congress just closed was $818,478,014 for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1906, as against 
$781,172,375 for the previous year, according 
to a statement issued today by Representa- 
tives Hemenway and Livingston of the ap- 
propriations committee. 

Mr. Livingston, who was the ranking mi- 
nority member of the committee, makes a 
comparison of the four. years of the last 
Cleveland administration and the four years 
of the administration just closed. From 1893 
to 1896 the appropriations were $2,016,343, 758, 
and from 1903 to 1906 they were $3,158,334,292. 

Chairman Hemenway comments on the ex- 
penditures as follows: 

“Under the operation of the statute and 
the provisions of the sinking fund law, the 
public debt has been reduced since Aug. 31, 
1865, at which time it reached [ts highest 
point—-$2,756, 431;571—to $1,280,255,907, at the 
close of February, 1906, or more than $416.- 
000,000 in excess of the liberal requirements 
of the sinking fund law. 

“ During the four fiscal years (1893-1896) of 
President Cleveland's last administration 
there was applied to the sinking fund only 
$13,400,047, or an average of little more than

NEW PLEA FOR 


Action om the Treaty at ‘the Earliest 
Moment Possible Is Urged in Inter~- 
_est of Both the United States and 
the Insular Government—Pian for 
Explicit Provision Against Possi- 
ble Land Grabbing by This Country. 


Washington, D. C., March 8.—The senate 
in executive-session today made public the 
second message of President Roosevelt on 
the Sante Domingo treaty. The message fol- 

“To the Senate: I wish to call the atten- 
tion of. the senate at this executive session 
to the treaty with Santo Domingo. I feel 
that. I ought to state to the senate that the 
condition of affairs in Santo Dominge is 
such that it is much for the interest of that 
republic that action on the treaty should be 
had at as early a moment as the senate, after 
giving the matter full consideration, may 
find practicable. 

*“T call attention to the following facts: 

“1. This treaty was entered into at the 
earnest request of Santo Domingo itself and 
is designed to afford Santo Domingo relief 
and assistance. Its primary benefit will be 
to Santo Domingo. It offers the method 
most likely to secure and to prevent 
war. in the island. 


Benefit to United States. 

“2. The benefit to the United States will 
consist chiefly in the tendency under the 
treaty to secure stability, order, and pros- 
perity in Santo Domingo, and the removal! 
of the apprehension lest foreign powers make 
aggressions on Santo Domingo in the course 
of collecting claims due to their citizens, for 
it is greatly to.our interest that all the islands 
in the Caribbean sea should enjoy peace 
and prosperity and feel good will snared 
this country. The benefit to honest cred- 
itors will come from the fact that for the 


first. time under this treaty a practicable | 


method of attempting to settle the debts due 
them will be inaugurated, 

“3 Many ef the debts alleged to be due 
from Santo Domingo to outside creditors 
unquestionably on their face represent far 
more money than ever actually was given 
Santo Domingo.. The proposed treaty pro- 
vides for a process by which impartial ex- 
perts will determine what debts are valid 
and what are in whole or in part invalid, and 
will apportion accordingly the surplus rev- 
enue available for the payment of the debts. 
This treaty offers the only method for pre- 
venting the collection of fraudulent debts, 
whether owed to Americans or to citizens of 
other nations. 

“4. This treaty affords the most practica- 
ble means of obtaining payment for the just 
claims of American citizens. : 


y Lift for Creditors. 

“5. If the treaty Is ratified, creditors be- 
longing to other nations will have exactly 
as good treatment as creditors who are citi- 
gens of the United States, and at the same 
time Santo Domingo will be protected 
against unjust and exorbitant claims. If it 
is not ratified, the chances are that American 
creditors will fare ill as compared with those 
of other nations; for foreign nations, being 
denied the oppertunity to get what is right- 
fully due their citizens under the propesed 
arrangement, will be left to collect the debts 
due their citizens as they see fit, provided, 
of course, there is not permanent occupancy 
of Dominican territory.. As in such cage the 
United States will have nothing to say as 
to what debts should or should not be col- 
lected, and as Santo Domingo will be left 
without ald, assistance, or protection, it is 
impossible to state that the sums collected 
from it will not be improper in amount. In

WALLACE TO HIGHER POST 


‘CHIEF ENGINEER SLATED FOR 
PANAMA CHAIRMANSHIP. 


Chicago Man to Be Head of Canal Com- 
mission, Which President Scen Will 
Reorganize, Naming Three Men to 
Be in Charge of ,Whole Work of 
Constracting Waterway — Admiral 
Walker to Be Ousted if He Does 
Not Resign. | 


Washington, D. C., March 8—{Special. }— 
Chief Engineer John Findley Wallace of 
Chicago in all probability will be appointed 
chairman of the isthmian canal commission, 
to succeed Rear Admiral John G. Walker. 

Within a few weeks the commission will 
be completely reorganized. Most of its pres- 
ent members will be removed and the con- 
struction of the canal put on an entirely new 
basis. Rear Admiral Walker will have te re- 
sign unless he chooses to be removed. Three 
others are facing a similar termination of 
their isthmian careers. They are William 
H. Burr of New York, Benjamin M. Harrod 
of Louisiana, and Carl Ewald of California. 


Changes to Be Made Soon. 


This is known to be the situation with ret- 
erence to the commission. Although no 
statement of an official or semi-officia! char- 
acter has been made, it is definite gossip of 
inside circles and comes from authoritative 
sources. 

President Roosevelt naturally will wait 
until late in March or some time in April 
before putting into execution his ideas for a 
more vigorous policy in the building of the 
canal. It is not believed he has fully worked 
out the details. That will come after the 
extra session has adjourned and he has more 
time at his command. 

The senate confirmed the chairman and six 
members of the isthmian canal commission 
on March 8, 1904, a little more than a year 
ago. Since then Frank J. Hecker of Michi- 
gan, the last of the members as nominated, 
has resigned. The vacancy has not been 
filled. With the removal of Rear Admiral 
Walker as chairman, and Commissioners 

Burr, Harrod, and Grunsky, there would re- 
main — two of the original commission— 
Maj. Gen. George W. Davis, governor of. the 
canal gone, and William Barclay Parsons, the 
New York engineer. There is no reasen to 
expect that either of them will be disturbed. 
Gen. Davis apparently will remain in his 
position as governor of the zone. 


Wallace to Be Working Head. 

Chief Engineer Wallace, who was appoint- 
e@ by the commission several months ago, 
and who frequently has been commended as 
the most Pot gen oro man on the isthmus, ac- 
cording to good authority, will be given a 
recess appointment as a cana] commissioner. 
The inference is that he will be named as 
chairman of the commission in place of Ad- 
miral Walker, and that he will become the 
active working head of the great project. 


- The commission in actual charge of the 


constructien is likely to number three mem- 
bers. As Gov. Davis’ duties are not in con- 
nection with canal work proper, it is sup- 
posed there will be three commissioners, not 
including him. If the president eventually 
determines upon that plan it probably means 
the appointment of one other commissioner, 
presumably a navy officer.

COLORED TENANT ACCUSES 
REALTY AGENT BALDWIN. 


Has Latter Arrested for Assault—Trou- 
ble Starts from Leasing House to 
Complainant’s Almost White Wife. 


Elmer E. Baldwin; president of Elmer E. 
Baldwin & Co., real estate dealers at Thirty- 
fifth street and Indiana avenue, waz arrested 
yesterday afternoon on a warrant sworn out 
by Archibald Goode, colored, a contractor 
with offices at 126 Randolph street. Goode 
charges that he was assaulted. The case 
will be heard this morning in the Harrison 
street police court. 

The trouble arose after the of the 
three story stone front residence at 3355 
Forrestville avenue by the Geode family. 
Mrs. Goode and her daughter, who are al- 
most white, negotiated the lease from Bald- 
win two monthsago. When Baidwin learned 
he had leased the house to a colored family 
he served a notice to vacate on the ground 
that Goode had violated the lease by obtain- 
ing the residence under false pretenses and 
by subrenting part of the place. 

In answer to the notice Goode went to the 
real estate office accompanied by his daugh- 
ter. After some discussion Goode was forcibly 
put out of the office, and on this the charge 
of assault is based. 

Goode says he will fight the case. 

“The whole reason for his serving the 
tice on me is that he discovered my family 
was colored,” said Goode. “I am colored 
but my wife and daughter are not dark, and 
many would not think that they were 
colored. Ihave not violated any of the terms 
of the iease. No part of the house has been 
sublet.”
